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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 3 7 CFR 1. 114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 7/2/04 has been entered. Claims 1-18 remain 
pending in this application. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "wherein on both sides of one of 

. . ..and sustaining electrodes extend" recited in lines 9-14 of claims 1, or in lines 7-12 of claim 8, 
or lines 6-11 of claim 10 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new 
matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
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drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement 
Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the 
drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified 
and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical Amendments Act of 2002 
do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly or indirectly from an 
international application filed before November 29, 2000. Therefore, the prior art date of the 
reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre- AIPA 
35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

4. Claims 8 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Kanazawa et 
al (U.S. Patent No. 6,559,814, hereinafter referred to as "Kanazawa"). 

Kanazawa teaches methods for driving a plasma display panel (PDP) 40,which has 
sustaining electrodes, Xi, scanning electrodes, Yi, and display cells arranged as the claimed 
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invention, see figs. 1, 2 and 7, comprising the steps of assigning one field (or one frame) into a 
plurality of subfields; and alternately executing sustaining discharge of neighboring display cells 
at an interval of one cycle of one subfield for display lines emitting light; wherein with an 
interlace method, display lines are changed in each field, see fig. 11, col. 7, line 50 to col. 8, line 
8; and with a progressive method (in a computer-related-data mode), all display lines emit light, 
see fig. 12, col. 8, lines 21-29. Claims 8 and 10 are therefore rejected. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

• (a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 1 and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Kanazawa in view of Amemiya (U.S. Patent No. 6,037,916). 

Kanazawa teaches generally all except for the claimed step: "changing at least one 
condition selected from the group consisting of a voltage of a sustaining pulse, . . .during a 
sustaining period" recited in claims 1 and 1 1 . Amemiya teaches the condition of a voltage of a 
sustaining pulse applied to the sustaining electrodes, Xi, is changed from Psxi to Psx2 during a 
sustaining period (c), see fig. 7, col. 13, lines 13-17. It would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to utilize the sustaining voltage 
change as taught by Amemiya in the Kanazawa methods because this would provide an 
improved PDP which displays high quality image by providing a uniform amount of charges in 
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the display cells selected to emit light, see Amemiya, col. 13, lines 18-44. Claims 1 and 1 1 are 
therefore rejected. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 2-7, 13, 15, 16 and 18 are allowed. 

8. Claims 9, 12, 14 and 17 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

9. Regarding to the difference between the construction of the claimed invention and that of 
the prior art as argued by the applicant, the examiner does not agree because Kanazawa's PDP is 
constructed as the claim. If there is a difference, applicant is required to describe and illustrated 
in response to this Office action.
